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OIATE RECEIVED 


Semi-annual state apportionment 
for the schools of San Bernardino 
County has been received and divid- 
ed among grammar and high school 
districts by Miss Ida M. Collins, 
county superintendent of schools. 

Of the entire amount the high 
schools receive $19,800 and the gram- 
mar schools receive $276,654, of 
which $4,200 is reserved for the 
county superintendent's office. 

Two apportionments are received 
from the state every year. This one 
is distributed on a statutory teacher 
basis, an allowance of $700 being 
given to a district for every teacher 
employed on the basis of 35 pupils. 
The next state apportionment, which 
comes in March, will be distributed 
on the basis of the average daily 
attendance. 

High schools are each given a 
flat sum of $2,200. County apportion- 
ments are distributed twice a year 
in the same manner as those of the 
state. 

Largest amount is received by the 
City of San Bernardino, which gets 
$67,900 in addition to $2,200 received 
by the San Bernardino High School. 
Ontario receives the next largest 
allowance of $30,800.

Plans and specifications of the San 
Bernardino County Home for Aged 
Women which will flank the main 
structure of the General Hospital on 
the side opposite the new Detention 


Home, are practically completed and 
will be ready for bidders at the 
next meeting of the Board of Super- 
visors, Howard E. Jones, architect, 
announced yesterday afternoon. 

The new building, which will fill 
a long-felt want of the county relief 
bureaus, will cost approximately $25,- 
00@ it is estimated.

Plans are drawn so that it may 
be enlarged later if needed. 

Building will be of the Italian 
Villa style of architecture, most 
pleasing in appearance.

Besides 17 sleeping rooms, there 
will be a main lobby, living room 
15x26 feet, a dining room of like 
dimensions, and _ kitchen.

Working in unison, federal and 
county officers. were iast night piec- 
ing threads of filmsy evidence which 
substantiated the officers’ theory that 
the sixteen sticks of dynamite found 
on a Santa Fe engine in the Santa 


Fe roundhouse at San Bernardino at 
3:50 o’clock yesterday morning were 
placed in the tool box on the loco- 
motive’s tender while the train stop- 
ped along the railway lines as it en- 
tered the yards shortly after 3 
o'clock. 

The dynamite, with an_ acid-filled 
capsule and a split fuse attached, 
was found on the engine half an 
hour after it entered the roundhouse 
by Foreman Robert Place and Sup- 
plyman J. G Fanna, as they inspect- 
ed the locomotive. 

The capsule of acid was removed 
by officers. It ate through the gela- 
tine container at 5:15 o’clock—the 
hour, had the explosives not been 
found, when the roundhouse would 
have been wrecked and scores of 
shop employes either killed or maim- 
ed for life. Surrounding the capsule 
were chemicals which would have 
been inflamed, igniting the fuse, 
which meant destruction. 

Use Blasting Powder 

Sheriff W. A. Shay declared last 
night that the dynamite was of sim- 
ilar strength as that stolen from the 
California-Portland Cement Com- 
pany’s plant at Victorville a month 
ago. The dynamite was what is 
known as “40 per cent,” commonly 
used for blasting. 

It is believed 
who planted the dynamite were in- 
terrupted at their work, it having 
the appearance of being placed care- 
lessly in the tool box. The ex plos- 
ives were wrapped in a Los Angeles 
newspaper, date Sept. 28, 1922. 

The dynamite would have undoubt- 
edly blown the locomotive tender to

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Results of the House Shortage 

WARNING is issued by the United 
States Chamber of Commerce, against 

the tendencies which it feels are threat- 

ened by the shortage of houses and the 
cost of building. It says that the result must 
be a good deal of cheap and shoddy con- 
struction, also that families are being herded 
together in small space and can not live in 
any desirable manner. 

Many houses are being put up now in a 
cheap way to save expense, that can never 
last as they should. Even if considerable 
money is being put into them, they must deter- 
iorate much faster than the old time well 
built house. People who decide on flimsy 
construction must figure frequent repairs as 
2 part of the expense, and they must set aside 
a certain proportion of the original expenses 
as a sinking fund, in anticipation of the 
deterioration of the dwelling. 

After they have made these allowances, they 
will probably find that a poorly built dwelling 
is the most expensive in the long run. People 
who put up houses should take the advice 
of eompetent builders and not use material 
and methods that will prove costly eventually. 

Many families under present conditions are 
living in three or four rooms or less, which 
rooms often are very tiny. Yet of course 
under present costs many families can afford 
no more space than that. It is not desirable 
for anybody to go into debt for more ample 
quarters, but the many who are forced to live 
in small space, should take pains to avert the 
evils of congested living. 

Poor ventilation is probably the worst 
danger of such crowding. People living in 
this way should accustom themselves to having 
windows open both during summer and winter. 
If they are chilly, they should wear more cloth- 
ing and exercise freely. They will find that 
well ventilated rooms are easier to keep warm. 
People will not need so much heat if they

He began 
to prick up his ears and slide into the tent 
where these despised professors were lectur- 
ing. Thus ideas of better farming have spread 
until the country gets such results as the 
bumper crops of 1922.

CROP INSURANCE 





Something of definite good may 
come from the passage of House Res- 
olution 54 by Congress, prividing for 
the appointment of a commission of 
eizht to consider the feasibility of 


erop. insurance. This has been a 
thing that the citrus grower has 
been interested in for a term of 
years, but up to this time nothing 


tangible has come of it. It is known 
that several companies are gathering 
statistics as an aid in determining 
what rate would have to be charged 
to protect the industry from the loss 
consequent upon the periodical cold 
snaps. 

Under Resolution 54 a federal sys- 
tem of crop insurance is contemplat- 
ed covering all agricultural products. 
Whether that can ever be accom- 
Dlished is somewhat of a question, 
but a form of insurance covering 
citrus fruits is pretty sure to come 
out of all the agitation. The grower 
may form a co-operative compact, if 


no other channel opens, to under- 
write his losses. The plan hag cer- 
tainly worked out well in the case 
of protection against fire and there 
are men connected with the citrus 
industry capable of collecting data 
based on past experience which 


would form a basis for a living rate, 

Some good should come out of the 
last freeze, but the great danger is 
that as time goes on, the grower 
may be lulled into a feeling of se- 
curity which will deaden the acute 
recognition of the necessity for pro- 
tecting himself from another possibly 
greater disaster.

The routine of the sehool nurse calls 
for visits during the morning hours to 
ihe five grammar schols of the city, while 
the afternoons are chiefly devoted to 
social service work in the Latin quarter, 
using the Sultana avenue school as_ the 
center for these activities. Miss Leahy 
also plans for assisting with the 
organization of a Parent-Teacher Associa- 
tion among the Mexicans, 

Miss Leahy’s work is directly under the 
supervision of the city board of education 
of which J. R. Armstrong is head, but 
she is receiving the fullest co-operation 
of the city board of health and of Dr. 
Edwards, city health officer.
